MERRITT PLEA 1S HEARD 
BY PRISON COMMISSION 


Condemned Man Will Be 
Taken to Milledgeville 
Today. 


As the state prepared for the re- 
moval of Alvin Eugene Merritt to 
Milledgeville today for his scheduled 
execution Friday, the Georgia prison 
commission Tuesday took under ad- 
visement the condemned alleged fiend’s 
plea for commutation to life imprison- 


ment, tearfully presented by his aged 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. G. H. Merritt, 
and his attorneys, H. A. Allen, W. A. 
Covington and Clarence Miner. 

The prison commission’s recom- 
mendation will go to Governor L. G. 
Hardman today or Thursday, Hal M. 
Stanley, secretary of the board, said 
at the conclusion of Tuesday’s hear- 
ing, which lasted three hours, one of 
the longest on the commission’s rec- 
ords. 

The Merritt plea, which was vigor- 
ously oppoged by Assistant Solicitor- 
General Ed A. Stephens and W. A. 
Fuller, appearing as a “private citi- 
zen,” was based on his defense of mis- 
taken identity and an appeal for 
mercy on the ground that, if guilty, 
he is an abnormality. 

Offers To Plead Guilty. 

“We asked that this sentence be 
changed to one of life imprisonment,” 
Allen said in addressing the commis- 
sion. “If there are those who believe 
that a life sentence will not actually 
mean that Merritt serves out the bal- 
ance of his life, we will agree to plead 
guilty to a number of the remaining 
indictments pending against him and 
‘accept sentences which will insure 

that he will never again be at lib- 
‘erty.’ . 

The statement of Merritt's coun- 
sel that he would enter a_ plea of 
‘guilty if the sentence of death is com- 
'muted is the first gesture on his part 

io admit any portion of the crimes 
‘charged to him, Explaining himself 
|later, Allen declared he had given up 
| hope of proving Merritt's innocence, 
‘and was willing to accept the life sen- 
| tence, 
| “If the state of Georgia puts this 
man to death it will be making one of 
two mistakes,” Allen went on. “It 
cither will be taking the life of an in- 
nocent man or the life of one whois

Senate consideration of the six-cent 
gasoline tax passed by the house of 
representatives was delayed temporari- 
ly when the upper house committee 
on finance Monday afternoon voted 
to refer the bill to a subcommittee 
for perfection and amendment.

The subcommittee is to combine and 
co-ordinate these changes and put them 
into one amendment which will be 
in a form prepared for floor debate. 

At a public hearing—on the tax 
measure the finance committee heard 
a group of .proponents argue the 
merits of the allocation of 1 cent of 
the tax to counties and 1 cent to the 
school equalization fee. There was no 
opposition to the bill presented at the 
public hearing, but it was indicated 
that some members of the committee 
turned against the measure within 
the executive session.

What the Ballot Should Be. 

What I said to those lively and 
keen-witted women yesterday was 
along these Jines: 

The ballot is intended to be the 
mental, moral and political photograph 
of the person who owns and uses it. It 
should illustrate his or her personal 
equation and express his or her pub- 
lic will and wish. 

It shows whether the voter has the 
mentality to think through carefully 
and rationally the issues, whether per- 
sonal or of policy, to be settled by 
the particular election. Some voters 
do thus express their mental apprehen- 
sions of the quality of men and meas- 
ures, but all too many voters let a 
party or a particular boss politician 
do their thinking for them and cast 
their ballots with about the same dull 
dictation as a mechanical robot. 

The ballot is a moral photograph 
of its user and tells whether or not 
he or she mixes moral convictions, the 
principles of a sound conscience and 
a high desire for public moralities, 
with the act of preferring officials or 
policies. No one should vote for a 
mere party label ér a nominated polit- 
ical libertine, when to do so humili- 
ates his conscience. 

Also, the ballot shows whether the 
user has any definite and progressive 
political ideas. Every patriot should 
have an acute sense of the public wel- 
fare and put the common good above 
the salaried welfare of an individual 
or the money interests of a corpora- 


tion or a class.

County Seat Bill Wins. 

The house measure changing the 
county seat of Calhoun county from 
Arlington to Morgan was passed by 
the scant majority of two-thirds of a 
vote. Following heated discussion in 
which Senators Kidd, Pitner and King 
supported the measure and Senator 
Rawls opposed it, roll call of the mem- 
bers present showed a count of 28-13 
for passage. A two-thirds majority of 
members voting was necessary for 
passage, so that the measure obtained 
the necessary 27 1-3 votes by a scant 
fraction. 

_An election in Calhoun county in- 
dicated that more than two-thirds of 
the populace wanted the county seat 
change.

Iaverne shortly after noon today 
was able to give-his first comprehen- 
Sive account of the tragedy to a re- 
porter for The Constitution. 


“I heard a noise,” he said, “and 
saw a negro man climb through the 
window. There was another negro 
already in the room. I sat up in 
bed and started to scream and 
the negro on the bed swung a 
club at me, but hit brother in- 
stead. Then he jumped over the 
bed and started io club daddy and 
mother. He kept clubbing them 
though daddy fought with him a long 
time. ‘There was another man there 
ina coat. Then there was a shot and 
I went to sleep. When I woke it was 
was pounding 
on the front door. I started to go 
to the door but daddy moaned and 
told me not to because it might be 
someone else trying to kill us. So 
I pulled a sheet up over my head and 
then I heard daddy get up and go 
out the back door. He was groaning 
terribly: Then a long time after that 
the milkman came.” 


Version Is Revised. 


Laverne’s statement caused officers 
to revise their version of the crime.

New York, August 6.—Wall Street 
did not learn until long after the close 
of the stock market here yesterday 
what had happened in the Chicago 
stock market in local public utility 
shares.

Around 
noon the banks threw a lot of money 
on the stock exchange floor and also 
on the outside money market. The 
call rate then dropped to 10 and then 
to 8 per cent and the stock market 
recovered. 

The stock market here received 
strong support in the first two hours, 
This with the throwing of funds into 
the money market by the banks 
around noon encouraged managers of 
stock pools to start bidding up their 
shares, bringing about a recovery in 
stock prices, .

‘income, In retiring war debts Secretary 


Mellon has made a reputation. How- 
ever, the plan of refunding maturing 
short term notes with short term pa- 
per has worked against the govern- 
ment in the matter of carrying charge 
since money began to get firmer a 
couple of years ago. During the pe- 
riod of the greatest ease in money 
was able to borrow 
for 3 per cent or less, 

The notes maturing September 15 
bear interest of 4 3-4 per cent and a 
higher rate is likely to be paid by 
the government in raising funds to 
pay off those maturing notes, 

Baltimore & Ohio directors meet 
next month for dividends. The com- 
pany is now paying $6 a year on its 
common stock. Earnings this vear are 
running at the rate of better than $12 
a share for the common stock. Specu- 
lative Wall Street expects the divi- 
dend to be increased next month to 
$7 and possibly S&S. It is figured that 
a $7 railroad stock should sell around 
140 and an $8 stock around 150. Bal- 
timore & Ohio has done considerable 
financing in recent years through the 
sale of new stock to shareholders. A 
higher dividend would make it easier 
to sell stock to shareholders.

Furniture Industry 


From a profit standpoint the furni- 
ture industry has been lagging behind 
general industry—that is to say, it 
has failed to keep pace in the march 
of prosperity. The chief obstacles have 
been : 

1, Overbuilt condition. 


2. Competition from other sources, 
namely automobiles and radios. 

3. Tendency to buy less furniture 
than in former years. 

4. Unfavorable spread between raw 
material prices and furniture prices. 

o. Some disorganization incident to 
the shifting of plants south to get 
closer to raw material supply and a 
plentiful supply of cheap labor and 
power, , 

The recent period of lean profits 
and the tendency toward mergers will, 
however, gradually correct the over- 
built condition of the industry. So far 
as competition from other svurces is 
concerned many of the buyers of au- 
tomobiles and radios will soon’ turn 
again toward furniture. Abatement of 
“speculative fever’ should also result 
in some good to the furniture industry. 

In the matter of prices, which play 
such an important part in determining 
profits, the current situation and out- 
look are none too good. Wholesale fur- 
niture prices have been declining grad- 
ually since 1923, and since June, 1928, 
have averaged below the all-commod- 
ity index, 

Then again, profits have been ad- 
versely affected by the rise in lumber 
prices since early 1928. In othér words 
the average manufacturer has had to 
pay more for his materials and re- 
ceive less for his finished product, If 
furniture prices can be held near pres- 
ent levels the expected decline in all 
conqnodity prices will help the situa- 
tion materially. Meanwhile a contin- 
ued shift of activities to the south is 
[em than likely. Seven of the south- 


ern states in 1927 accounted for 11.7 
per cent of the total number of estab- 
; lishments, against 11.1 per cent in 
| 1925, and current figures would prob- 
, ably show a percentage of 13 per cent 
|or better.
